Grades  A  ond  AA  are  m.ore 
satisfactory  for  boiling,  poach- 
irig,  and.  frying,,  but  Grade  B 
and  ev3n-  Grade  C  eggs,  when 
proper. ly  graded,  and  stored,  are 
^ust  as  satisfactory  for  many 
other,  purposes — and  always 
cheaper. 

Pound  for  pound-,  middle-grade 
eggs  are  as  nutritious  as  those 
of  the  top-grade,  and  whon  used 
in  making  psncskos,  souffles, 
waffles,  croquettes  and  other 
mixtures,  including  puddings, 
cakes,  and.  cookies,  thty  ara  as 
taste -satisfying  as  highor-gr-ido 
Qgg!^.

Discussing  the  sale  of  surplus 
foods  befor.s  the  Grocery  Tianufactur- 
ers  of  Americc  in  Nuw  York,  Lgo 
T'fershail,  Director  of  Distribution, 
emphasizucl  that  th3  Government  is 
not  going  to  dump  stocks  so  as  to 
br'jak  markjts  and  is  not  going  to 
"ent;-;r  the  sidev/alk  grocery  busintjss", 

Mr.  Marshall  scid  that  the 
Govornment  is  not  going  to  soil 
'cheap  way  below  the  market.  "The 
pri  c  0  policy, "  Mr «  Mar  sha 1 1  said, 
"Is  to  got  the  same  Kioney  for  the 
same  products  that   they  would 
bring  in  non-gov jrnmontal  soiling. 

In  rjsponsc  to  charges  that  chain 
stores  hr.ve  b  en  receiving  a  majority 
of  the  surplus  foods,  I'r.  Marshall 
pointed  out  that  nearl:/  ell  of  our 
sales  have  b':en  made  to  processors. 
Using  canned  vogetrbl  js  as  an  example 
he   s-id  that  9  2  percent  has  gone 
to  processors,   5  percent  to  whole- 
salers and  3  p.' re  nt  to  chains  .
